And  it  isn't  just  men's  suits  that  are  scarce  and  high 
priced.  So  homemakers  want  to  know  how  to  keep  their 
own  clothes  clean.  And  they'll  want  the  children's 
clothes  to  last  as  long  as  possible. 

16.  JOHN-: 

Well  what  do  you  do  when  the  youngsters  come  in  with  a 
mud  pie  adorning  their  fronts... or  a nice  fresh  ink  spot? 

17.  FREYMAN: 

Let's  not  get  so  specific  for  a minute,  Johnny. . .because 
if  you  remember  a few  simple  general  rules,  it's  easier 
to  do  a better  job  of  removing  stains. 

18.  JOHN; 

For  instance.... 

19.  FREYMAN: 

Treat  stains  promptly .. .even  before  the  stain  dries, 
if  possible. 

‘20.  JOHN: 

That's  so  you  won' t forget  to  do  it  later. 

21.  FREYMAN : 

No... that's  because  it's  easier  to  get  the  stain  out  right 
away.  If  you  wash  and  iron  the  garment,  the  hot  soap  suds 
or  the  heat  of  the  iron  may  set  some  stains... and  then 
where  will  you  be? 

22.  JOHN: 

(TRAGICALLY)  Marked  for  life,  probably,  by  a gravy  stain 

on  my  best  bib  and  tucker 
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23.  FREYMAN :

Another  good  rule  is  to  try  simple  methods  of  removing 
the  stain  first .. .now  let's  take  non-greasy  stains. 

Are  they  the  easiest? 

No  stain  is  easy.  But  try  sponging  a non-greasy  stain 
with  cold  water.  Of  course  you  always  try  some  water 
on  an  inconspicious  part  of  the  garment  first... to  see 
if  the  water  itself  spots. 

That  makes  good  sense®  Then  you  just  say..." out,  out, 
old  spot,"  splash  some  water  on,  and  off  comes  the  stain. 
Indeed  you  do  not... you  proceed  much  slower  and  carefully. 
Well,  I like  the  direct  approach. 

The  right  way  is  to  place  a pad  of  clean  cloth  underneath 
the  stain.. .with  the  stain  face  down.  Then  you  dampon  a 
soft  cloth  with  cold  water  and  sponge  the  stain  with  light, 
brushing  motions. 

OH  i I always  scrub  away  frantically. ..no  good,  huh? 

Uh  uh  l Light,  brushing  motions .. .working  from  the 
outside  of  the  stain  to  the  center. 

How  do  you  keep  the  water  from  leaving  a ring?  Can 
it  be  done? 

JImm  hmm,  it  can.,  .if  you  spread  the  moisture  unevenly 
into  the  cloth  around  the  stain.  And  you  can  be  even 
more  careful  and  put  a layer  of  dry  cloth  over  the  dampened 
cloth  you  use  for  sponging ...  so  you  don't  make  the  stain 
too  moist. 

Nov/  let  me  make  sure  I've  got  all  this  straight.  If  a 
stain  isn't  greasy. . .sponge  it  with  cold  water® ... 

Use  light,  brushing  motions.... 
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36.  JOHN: 

And  work  from  the  outside  of  the  stain  toward  the  center. 

37.  FREYMAN : 

Very  good,  Johnny.  Nov;,  do  you  think  you  can  tackle  the 
problem  of  greasy  stains? 

38 . JOHN: 

Sure  I can... if  you  tell  me  how0 

39.  FREYMAN: 

Well  you  use  something  to  dissolve  the  grease.  Carbon 
tetrachloride  is  good... and  it's  non-inflammable  too. 
You  seo,  Johnny,  I remember  what  you  said  a couplo  of 
weeks  ago... about  the  people  killed  every  year  because 
they  clean  with  gasoline  in  the  house. 

40.  JOHN:; 

Wei  1 I’m  glad  you  do  remember. . .because  it  really  is 
dangerous.  Sometimes  just  rubbing  a garment  that  is 
soaked  with  gasoline  will  make  it  burst  into  flames-. 

41.  FREYMAN : 

Don't  worry  about  me.  I'm  really  convinced.  I've  even 
checked  up  to  find  out  what  other  cleaners  are  dangerous. 
Let's  see  if  I can  remember  them.-,  .gasoline. . .naptha. .. 
other. » .benzene. 

42.  JOHN: 

Turpentine. . . • 

43.  FREYMAN: 

And  aloohol • . .and  acetone.  None  of  these  inflammable 
liquids  for  me... I'm  going  to  chase  away  my  greasy  stains 
with  cleaning  fluids  that  say  "non-inflammable  on  the 
label  or  I'm  going  to  use  carbon  tetrachloride. 

44.  JOHN; 

A good  reso luti on. . .but  do  you  have  to  apply  them  any 
special  way? 

45.  FREYMAN: 

Well  you  sponge  the  stain  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  cloth, 

and .... 

46.  JOHN: 

Now  wait  a minute.  Why  do  you  do  it  that  way?  It  seems 

so  indirect 
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47.  FREYMAN: 

I know.  ..and  you  like  the  direct  approach.  Well .... If 
you  use  the  carbon  tetrachloride  on  the  back  of  the  cloth, 
you  flush  out  the  stain... and  the  grease  doesn't  go  through 
the  fabric. 

48.  JOHNs 

Very  ingenious. 

49.  FREYMAN: 

■Alien  you  work  with  carbon  tetrachloride,  remember  to  work 
rapidly  and  use  it  sparingly.  It's  better  to  use  the 
cleaning  fluid  several  times  quickly. . .than  to  apply  it 
once  and  leave  it  on  for  a long  time. 

50.  JOHNa 

Well,  removing  stains  from  fabrics  is  much  easier  than 
I thought . 

51 . FREYMAN : 

Oh  Johnny.... I hope  you  didn't  get  the  idea  that  this  is 
all  there  is  to  it.

There's  more?

Much  more.. .but  luckily  I know  of  a nice  booklet  that  gives 
very  specific  directions  about  more  complicated  stains.
